DOTHAN, Oct. 29.—Judge H. A, | judicial history of this section; his | 


Pearce, who developed double 
pneumonia after his injury Friday 
night by a hit and run driver, died 
al a local infirmary at 12:25 
o'clock this afternoon, He never 
emerged from the coma into which 
he sank, 

At the age of 76, Judge Pearce 
presided over the 20th judicial cir- 
cuit, a bench which he had graced 
for nearly 30 years, and was rec- 
ognized as one of Alabama's ablest 
jurists. Prior to his election to the 
bench, Judge Pearce twice served 
as mayor of Dothan, in 1895, and 
for the term 1900-01, There was 
opposition to Judge Pearce for the 
bench only twice during the 30 
years he had served and he was 
elected in the last campaign to 
another term, 

Born near Milton, Fla., March 1, 
1861, Henry Allen Pearce was edu- 
cated in the Abbeville, Alabama, 
public schools and practiced law 
in Abbeville, Columbia and Do- 
than. He first was elected judge 
of the circuit in 1904 and again in 
1910, He was elected in 1916, 
1922, 1928 and 1934. 

During his tenure on the bench, 
he presided over some of the most 
sensational criminal trials in the 


decisions in civil cases whenever 
taken to higher courts on appeal 
almost invariably were sustained. 

Meantime, as word of Judge 
Pearce’s death spread, authorities 
redoubled efforts to locate the hit 
and run driver whose car crashed 
a traffic light at Troy and Oats 
street Friday night, knocked the 
aged jurist for more than 20 feet 
and sped away. 

Had it not been for development 
of the pneumonia affliction, Judge 
Pearce likely would have recover- 
ed, assisted by his stamina, re- 
markable in a man of his age. 

He is survived by one brother, 
B®. A. Pearce, of Headland. 

Funeral services are to be held 
tomorrow afternoon at two o'clock 
at the home of N. H. McCallum on 
N. Oates street, with burial fol- 
lowing in Abbeville cemetery. 


News of the passing of Judge 
Henry A. Pearce was received 
with deep regret by hundreds of 
Coffee County citizens. Judge 
Pearce was well known through- 
out the county, having formerly 
presided over the Circuit Court of 
this district, when the district in- 
cluded a number of counties in

MAMMOTH WHISTLE—The J. 
L. Morrow & Sons gin is equipped 
with one of the largest whistles 
to be found in South Alabama. 
The whistle has quite a history. 
“Uncle Joe’ Morrow says that 
several years ago a Mr. Moore 
built one of the largest and oo e| 
complete sawmills in the state at 
River Falls, but Mr. Moore died 
soon after the mill’s completion 
and the plant was operated only 
for a short time before being dis- 
mantled and sold out piece by 
piece. Fulton Clark purchased a 
large boiler from the mill and it 
was installed at the Morrow gin. 
The giant whistle was thrown in 
on the deal. ‘Uncle Joe” says 
the whistle, if bought new, would 
have cost something like $150 and 
if it is turned loose with 125 
pounds of steam it would jar his 
teeth out and raise the dead. How- 
ever, Mr. Morrow says the whistle 
is never blown for any great 
length of time, as it requires so 
much steam that any lengthy siege 
of blowing would necessitate shut- 
ting down the machinery until a 
fresh supply of steam could be 
generated.

O. C. Smith is making 
a strenuous effort to establish a 
market at Atlanta, Birmingham 
and other points and it is to be 
hoped that he will be successful. 
The government is to buy 50,000 
bushels to be used for relief pur- 
poses, which should help to get 
rid of some of the surplus. There. 
are millions of people all over the 
North, East and Central States 
who are hungry for sweet potatoes 
and who would be glad to buy 
them at fair prices, but they are 
so heavy that transportation 
charges “eat them up.” But, even 
if potatoes cannot be sold profit- 
ably, they are the best of food 
for man and beast and none of 
them should be allowed to go to 
waste. “Uncle Joe” Morrow says 
he can think of a dozen ways in } 
which “taters” can be fixed so that } 
they are the most appetizing dish- 
es imaginable. He says that when- 
ever he or Fulton Clark com- 
plain of not liking his daughter 
Dixie's “taters,” beans or peas, it 
is because they have not done 
enough work to get up an appe- 
tite.

“The first bill I introduced was 
the processing tax bill in May— 
our farmers increased their acre- 
age five million, even under this 
condition. We then got an ap- 
propriation for the plow-up pro- 
gram, and the farmers cooperated 
magnificently. It is doubtful if 
there would have been a market 
for it at all if we hadn’t put on 
the plow-up program. 

“This year, we inaugurated the 
cotton control plan and finally the 
12 cent loan plan. What has been 
the results? Have you profited?”

ARA Has New Program To 
Eliminate Relief; Ask Coun- 


ties To Aid Terracing Plan 


MONTGOMERY, Nov, 5.—A gi- 
gantic farm terracing and = con- 
struction program, available im- 
mediately to all eounties in Ala- 
bama and designed virtually to 
eliminate relief, is announced by 
Thad Holt, director of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration, 

The program evolved for terrac- 
ing will offer the counties a self- 
liquidating means of terracing all 
furm lands within the respective 
counties and the farmers an oppor- 
tunity to have their land terraced 
at the lowest possible cost in a 
manner similar to the terracing 
program which has been so sue- 
cessful in Tallapoosa County, Mr. 
Holt said 

Aside from the opportunity of 
virtually eliminating relief in the 
rural counties, Mr. Holt said, the 
plan offers the greatest opportuni- 
ty yet presented the State for pre- 
vention of soil erosion and preser- 
vation of farm lands. 

The proposal for the terracing of 
farms and for construction work 
in cities and industrial centers was 
mailed yesterday to all counties, 

In the farm terracing program 
the Alabama Relief Administration 
proposes to purchase a farm ter- 
racing outfit in the amount of ap- 
proximately $4,000 for each coun- 
ty which agrees to employ relief 
labor in the amount of $1,000 a 
month for four months and at the 
rate of $1 a day or more for at 
least 20 days each month. 

At the end of the four months 
period the terracing outfit would 
become the property of the county 
or such agency as designated by 
the Alabama Extension Service. 

Under such terms, Mr. Holt 
pointed out, the county would 
profit by possession of a farm ter- 
acing outfit and $4,000 worth of 
labor on roads or other public 
projects. 

The counties in turn may charge 
for the terracing of land, Mr, Holt 
said, and in this way the entire 
program would become self-liqui- 
dating and the relief load in the 
rural counties would be virtually 
wiped out. . 

While the counties would have 
full charge of the supervision of 
the workers, he said, the counties 
would agree to obtain all labor 
from the office of the county di- 
rector of relief. 

In the construction program, by 
which the avenue is opened for 
road, bridge and street construc- 
tion and repair and various forms 
of building, the plan provides brief- 
ly for the purchase of materials 
by the ARA in the amount of $20 
a month for each person taken 
from velief and given employment 
by the city or county or other 
public agency, 

The public agency, in turn, 
would agree to pay the relief work- 
er not less than $1 a day for an 
eight-hour day’s work and provide 
him with at least $20 employment 
during the month. 

The farm terracing plan was 
worked out by Ray Crow, chief 
engineer of the ARA, and R, K. 
Greene, director of the Alabama 
Rehabilitation Corporation, in col- 
laboration with Mr. Holt. 

Mr. Holt said that the self-liqui- 
dating features of the plan were 
not experimental inasmuch as they 
bud been well tested and proven in 
Tallapoosa and other counties. 
Farmers are able to have their land 
terraced for approximately $2 an 
ucre, whereas before the coopera- 
tive system was developed, the cost 
amounted to about $7 an acre.

Tables of farm families in Ala- 
bama this winter will be better 
Supplied with foods to provide a 
balanced diet than ever before, ex- 
plained Miss Garrett. “The food 
preservation program has been 
designed to ft into the Farm- 
Home-Living-Program and thous- 
ands of dollars worth of food will 
be available to farm people at a 
minimum cost of production and 
preservation.” 

Miss Garrett says that there has 
been this year a greatly increased 
interest in canning food in suffi- 
cient amounts to permit the farm 
families to “really live at home.” 
The quality of canned products is 
also improving, she added.

amendment was right then and 1 
believe it is right now, and that 
the law should be so amended. I 
shall undertake to bring about the 
amendment,” 

Speaking of charges by indivi- 
dual cotton farmers concerning 
local administration, the senator 
said that “wherever injustices can 
be shown in the administration of 
this act this year, T would certain- 
ly vote for a return of the tax to 
those who have been wronged. 

“So many changes have been 
made,’ he continued, “that they 
should be investigated by wholly 
independent investigators in order 
to ascertain what farmers have 
been wronged by the act, 

“T am confident that when the 
new congress meets a full investi- 
gation will be made, both with 
reference to proposed amendments, 
making the law fair and just to 
all, and also to refund taxes that 
have been improperly imposed on 
any cotton farmer. The new con- 
gress will undoubtedly undertake 
to correct every injustice in the 
present law.”
